The result 
was that as the forward part of the train was 
tearing through the tunnel the three rear 
open cars with men and boys clinging to 
the outside were derailed and went into the

A train from Bay Ridge for Manhattan 
Beach was rounding the curve on the west 
side of the tunnel and at the same moment 
the ill-fated train from the beagh to Bay 
Ridge drove along toward the tunnel from 
the other side. The switchmen at this 
moment saw the New Tork train and 
one of three men who were in the box 
with him grabbed one of the levers. He 
pulled it partly over. The switchman pushed 
it back, thinking it was the wrong one, but it 


were unhurt sprang to the assistance of the 
men held under the steps and wheels. Some 


who had jumped and were only hurt by the 


fall were carried to the top of thé embank- 
ment, but the relief of those under the cars 
was a difficult and tedious task.

In the midst of all the gloom the accident 
created two rival undertakers from 
Gravesend and Flatbush came to 
claim the bodies of the two dead per- 
sons lying on the track. A disgraceful squab- 
ble ensued, which was settled by the police of 
the Gravesend station taking the bodies in 
charge, as the accident was clearly in their 


territory. 
4: Placing the Blame. 


There are a dozen conflicting stories of how 
the tragic affair occurred. Some persons in 
the neighborhood of the accident say the de- 
railment of.a train is not an unusual thing 
in that particular spot, and speak of 
the accident, which by a curious 
coincidence occurred the day of the Brooklyn 
Handicap, 1891, when a train jammedfull af 
people dashed into a section of the road which 
had been washed out. Others, and they are 
positive, say it was the direct result of negli- 
gence on the part of Switchman McGarry of 
No. 469 Thirty-ninth street, Brooklyn, who 
was arrested immediately after the crash by 
the the Gravesend police, | 

Mr. M. Runde of No. 132A Seventh avenue, 
Brooklyn, is authority for the .tatement that 
Moquin, a Brooklyn coal dealer, and William 
Johnson, a Brooklyn builder, have summer 
residences directly fronting the signal tower 
and that both Mr. Johnson’s and Mr. Moquin’s 
folks blame the switchman for the accident. 
These persons’ story is to the effect 
that at about half past 5 in the 
afternoon, just ten minutes before the 
tragedy „they saw a bicycle rider 


the right hand side of the track, and 
the embankment rises abruptly at an angle 
of about fifty degrees. The men who 
sat upon the steps on the right hand side of 
the cars were jammed against the earth and 
their feet and legs were caught under the 
steps. Engineer John Barker felt the jar and 
applied the brakes and shut off the steam, 
but the engine was on the other side of the 
tunnel when it stopped. It seemed to the 
passengers as though the train must stop 
at every thump against the ties, but the first 
three cars traveled about 150 yards from the 
switch before they stopped. The last three 
cars broke from the first car and stopped, 
wedged up against the embankment. All 
along the sides were men held fast by their 
feet and legs under the broken steps and 
under the wheels. The third car remained 
half upon the trestle; the hind end 
of it swung around against the side 
of the tunnel and thumped against the 
brick walls. Steam escaped from the broken 
pipes. Allthe passengers who could stood 
up, but many of them raised the cry, “‘ Keep 


_your seats, and none who kept a seat in 


either half of the train was hurt. The injured 
were those who were riding upon the steps 
and those who jumped. A young man dressed 
in blue jumped from the third car into the 
tunnel. The forward truck was upon the 
trestle; the rear truck rested on the middle 
of the trestle and in the ditch, which 
in the tunnel has a hard bottom. 
The wheels in the ditch went over the body of 
the young man who had jumped and ground 
him into ashapeless corpse. Papers in his 
pocket indicated that he was H. S. Pringle. 
He had letters addressed to W. B. Hutchings, 
at No. 326 West Twenty-seventh street, New 
York. His grand badge for the races was tied

„One man had his leg broken all the way 
down, until it was soft and limber and twisted 
round like a piece of rope. There was one 
woman who had been in the car, and she made 
a good deal of noise. She was not hurt, but 
awfully scared. Her husband was with her 
and téok her away from the wreck and quiet- 
ed her down. I did not see the conductor 
back at the wreck, nor the engineer, 

Mum Was the Word. 

There was a man ina blue uniform with 
gilt letters on his shoulders. He was telling 
about the accident when a man in citizens’ 
dress Game up and said: Fou keep. your 
mouth shut. Don’t tell anything for publica- 
tion.’ He put his finger on his lip. The uni- 
formed man evidently knew him, for when 
the speaker pointed toward the forward part 
of the train the man in uniform walked off 
that way. 

“TI did not see any train come up after us 
on our track, but after we had been there 
about forty minutes some one shouted out 
that there was a relief train upon.the other 
track, We scrambled up the incline, and 
there was a train headed for Bay Ridge. 
I did not want to get left, so I got on. 
It took in some af the wounded. 
The dead we left behind for the Coroner. 
When I came up I looked over to where they 
had placed the dead and counted six of them, 
all meh. I don't know whether that was all, 
as I us very much excited. When we got to 
the boat many who had lost their pocket- 


Brooklyn inquiring after friends and the first 
news the friends of Policeman Cuddy and 
Court Officer Spinks had of their death was 
given by the wire. 

Yard after yard of linen and cotton band- 
ages was brought into requisition. Most of 
the unfortunate were cut and bruised in a 
score of places. None was slightly injured. 
In the preliminary examination, which was 
necessarily superficial on account of the 
chaotic condition into which the hospital was 
thrown, it was impossible, the house surgeon 
said, to determine how seriously the men 
were hurt. *

said. “I cannot tell. Some are perhaps in-

At 10 o’clock a man with both legs broken 
whose pitiable cries could be heard through. 
out the hospital was put under the influence 
of ether. The surgeons found that it would 
be impossible to save the limbs. The bones 
were crushed and splintered below the knees 
and the flesh was torn almost from them, 
Amputation alone could save his life. |

SENATOR STANFORD DIETING HIMSELF. 


To Reduce His Weight He Lives on Fried 
Hashed Meat and Hot Water. 

San Francisco, Cal., June 20.—[Special.]— 
Fried hashed meat, washed down with hot 
water that has been run through a patent 
safety filter, isn’t the sort of diet that even a 
tramp would care to sit down to three times a 
day. Let a man who is worth millions of 
dollars is now existing on such a simple fare, 
and has been for the last two 
months. Down at his luxurious home 
at Menlo Park Leland Stanford, United 
States Senator from California, is endeavor- 
ing to prolong his life by subsisting on the 
severe anti-fat diet of fried hashed meat and 
water. He is now 69 years of age and 
weighs about 235 pounds. In addition to his 
rapidly increasi weight he can walk only 
with the greatest difficulty. It was either a 
case of self-imposed starvation on his part or 
fatty degeneration of the heart and death. 
Six months ago the many-time millionaire 
sent for Dr. Curtis of this city, who exam- 
ined the Senator and pronounced all of his 
organs to be in a normal condition. But the 
physician saw the danger that would follow 
increased corpulence, and told his patient to 
seek the services of a New York specialist 
who prescribed the fried hashed meat and hot 
water. The treatment is plainly and painfully 
simple to a man who loves high living and 
who has the means to gratify every whim and 
caprice of a most fastidious epicure. 


SAILOR ST. CLAIR GUILTY OF MURDER. 


Killed a Mate and Intended to Kill the 
Other Ship's Officers, 

San Francisco, Cal., June 20.—A jury in 
the United States Circuit Court this afternoon 
found Thomas St. Clair guilty of the murder 
of Mate M. Fitzgerald of the bark . Hesper, 
on the voyage from Sidney, New South 
Wales, to Honolulu. St. Clair, who wasa 
sailor, had planned with other sailors to kill 
the officers, including the Captain, then seize 
the vessel and go to the Orient for the pur- 
pose of preymg upon Chinese merchantmen. 
The plot was well laid, and one night when Mate 
Fitzgerald appeared on deck St. Clair seized 
an ax and literally chopped him to pieces and 
threw the body overboard.

The Captain was warned and Fitz- 
gerald and his companions were placed in 
irons and brought to this port for trial.

His sole idea 
was to ascertain the truth and nothing but the 
truth. The modern pmctice which enables 
wealthy people to hire lawyers for their de- 
fense and leads courts to assign lawyers to 
defend, people too poor to hire them for 
themselves is responsible for the feel- 
ing which District-Attorneys now invariably 
have that a verdict against the prisoner is a 
victory for them, while a resultant not guilty 
is a defeat for the county or the Common- 
wealth. This was noticeably shown in the 
present instance, and with the same pride of 
bearing, the same earnestness of purpose, the 
same tremendous potentiality which we find 
displayed in a locomotive. 

Mr. Knowlton’s Earnestness, 


I was not pleased with Mr. Knowlton’s fre- 
quent iteration of his desire to remember at 
all times that the defendant was a woman, his 
desire to be truthful and his appeal to 
heaven to do something dreadful to his arm 
and seriously embarrass his tongue if he were 
to be in any sense unfair or prejudiced in the 
conduct of this case.

Authorities of national reputation discussed 
subjects ‘from the fields of finance, railways, 
and life insurance at the World’s Congress in 
Hall 3 at the Art Institute last evening. Near- 
ly up to the hour for opening the meeting so 
few people had gathered that Chairman Gage 
looked dubious, but when he called the meet- 
ing to order many local and visiting commer- 
cial ahd financial men, with a sprinkling of 
women, were seated and prepared to listen to 
papers of supreme interest, in view of the 
financial questions now before the people. 

Horace White of New York made the first 
address of the evening. In a comprehensive 
manner he gave a history of ‘the gold stand- 
ard in all countries where it had appeared or 
been broached. He told how gold came into 
use and stated why he believed it had come 
to stay. He considered the dominance of the 
gold standard the most impressive fact in the 
financial world. Speaking of a gold standard 
in the United States he said, among other 
things: 

At the beginning of our career as a Nation we 
adopted the dovble standard of gold and silver. 
Our statesmen followed in this matter the ex- 
ample of the older countries of Europe. The 
ratio of 15 was adopted. This was very close to 
the true market ratio at the time. The English 
ratio of 15 1-7 ceased to be operative because it 
was toohigh. France was at that time under the 
régime of irredeemable paper. There was an 
honest and earnest effort to adopt the market 
ratio as the legal ratio. Nevertheless, gold be-

There was a variety of motives leading to the

sire of having gold in place of silver was the most 
influential. Silver did go out of circulation. 
Two halves, four quarters, or ten dimes, if new 
and of full weight, were worth about a 
cent and a half more than a gold dollar. 
It became apparent to everybody that if full- 
weight silver coins would not cir¢ulate on the 
ratio of 16 to 1, while those of light weight would 
circulate, then it would be safe to make minor 
coins 8 of light weight on government 
account of limited legal tender. There would be 
no profit in r such coins, because thex 
would not sell as bullion for as much as it would 
cost to collect them. In 1853 an act of this kind 
was " 
From 1887 onward the country had gold money 
and the gold basis. Silver dollars were hardly 
ever seen. In 186 Jo Knox rec- 
ommended a revision of all the laws rela- 
1 to the mint. Secretary Boutwell approved 
of the suggestion. Mr, Knox and Dr. Linderman 
were appointed in 1869 a committee to make 
such revision. They presented their report with 
a draft of a bill in 1870, The report recom- 
mended the discontinuance of the silver dollar, 
this coin being obsolete. 

The bill passed the House May 27, 1872. It 
passed the Senate Jan. 17, 1873, without a dis- 
senting vote. The metalinthe silver dollar at 
that time was worth three cents more than the 

old dollar. Bimetallism was abolished in the 

Jnited States by the act of 1873. Any other 
metal would answer as well as silver as a back- 
ing for the issue of Treasury notes. 

he Sherman law is not bimetallism. It is 
grounded for the most part 2 the idea that 
the purchase of silver and the issue of Treasury 
notes against it increases the supply of money in 
the country, and this notion is based upon the er- 
roneous conception that if the government did 
not supply the people with money they would 
have none. 


A Matter of Politics. 


I do not say that the Congressmen who voted 
for this bill believed these things. Most of them 
knew better. They were engaged in political 
fencing. But this law could not exist without a 
body of public opinion to support it, and that 
body of public opinion holds t the silver law 
increases the amount of money in the manner I 
have described, whereas, in fact, it diminishes 
the amount ot money. It does so by dis- 
placing a superior. kind of money (gold) 
and putting an inferior kind in its place, and by 
creat distrust among investors. So long as 
the gold standard continues in this country the 
Treasury notes issued against silver derive their 
value wholly from the government credit, be- 
cause not an ounce of that silver can be sold to 
obtain the means for gold redemption of them. 
It follows that the purchase of the silver instead 
of being a help to the notes is a damage to them, 
because the credit of the government would be 
better if the Treasury were not required to make 
this monthly outlay. If the government had the 
right to issue, say, $4,000,000 of legal-tender 
notes per month and pay them to its creditors, on 
condition of eeming them in gold or demand 
(which is the present condition), its resources 
would be greater by reason of its not being 
obliged to pay out anyth for silver, and hence 
its credit would be better. |

Breaks in the Levee Repaired in Time to 
Prevent Serious Disaster. 

Nzw OxkLxAxs, La., June 20,—[Special.]—

day the gauge registered a fall of two inches.

CONDITION OF EUROPEAN CROPS. 


‘Yield of Wheat in France Will Be Greater 
than Previously Reported, 

Loxpox, June 20.—Bell’s Messenger, one 
of the leading British agricultural papers, 
says: 

The recent estimate of the French wheat crop 
which placed the yield at 3,675,000 quarters 
understated the quantity t would pro- 
duced.. Bell's M bases its statement on 
the fact that the proniise of a fine yield in Brit- 
tany and Normandy and the eastern and northern 
departments more than offsets the deficit in the 
southern parts of France. 

The harvest in Spain is now under full head- 
way and there are fine yields of wheat, barley, 
and oats. A good crop of winter barley and rye 


will be secured. 

Reports from Italy show that the yield of 
wheat will be good, but that straw will be scarce. 

In England a hundred days of drought has 
wrought havoc with all the crops except wheat, 
which is not now A grown. The hay crop 
is absolutely ruined. The vegetable and fruit 
— 4 are the worst known in — 1 NN Over 
wide areas potatoes and peas will be a total loss. 

The Dublin Farmers’ Gazette says: 

The crop prospects in Ireland are more favor- 
able than they are in England. The oat crop is 
good, the condition of potatoes is far above the 
average, and wheat promises well. An excellent 
general harvest is in view. The only complaints 
of drought are from the North of Ireland. 

According to .Dornbusch’s Trade Circular 
only half a crop of oats and barley are ex- 
pected in France, It adds: 

In Southern Russia the yield of hayis hardly 
as much as usual, but the rates of freight de- 
manded prohibits its export. In Belgium wheat, 

e, and oats are suffering from drought. In the

OLEARING-HOUSE CERTIFIOATES TO 
BE LARGELY USED, 


The National Bank of Commerce in New 


Tork on Motion of J. Pierpont Morgan 


Is Instructed to Take Out $1,000,000 of 
ThemIts Action, It Is Believed, Will 
Encourage Smaller Banks to Do Like- 
Wise- Gold Is Likely to Be Imported=— 
Failures in Several Places. . 


New Yorx, June 20.—[{Special.]--The 
probability is that a large amount of clearing- 
house certificates will be issued tomorrow. 
It is known that many banks would be in a 
much easier condition and better able to ac- 
commodate their customers if they took out 
some loan certificates at once, but, like sheep, 
they all hesitate to go-until some one leads 
the way. Recognizing this the National Bank 
of Commerce, one of the most conservative 
as well as one of the strongest and best known 
banks in this city, resolved to take out $1,- 
000,000 of the certificates in order to en- 
courage other banks to do the same. The 
directors of the bank held a special meeting 
this morning and, on motion of J. Pierpont 
Morgan of Drexel, Morgan & Co., the follow- 
ing resolution was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That in order to encourage the more 
general taking out of clearing-house certificates 
and with the view of affording needed facilities 
to solvent borrowers, the officers of this bank are 
instructed to take out clearing-house certificates 
to the extent of $1,000,000, 

The Bank of Commerce, of course, does 
not need the loan certificates for its own ac- 
commodation,“ said the President of another 
bank, but the mere fact of such a strong 
bank taking out the certificates will undoubt- 
edly encourage smaller banks—banks with 
less resources at their command—to do like- 
wise. 


GOLD IMPORTATION MAY BE BEGUN. 


Exchange Rates Broken So That the Move- 
ment Would Be Profitable. 

New York, June 20,—[Special.}—The stock 
market continues narrow and heavy. Money 
rates are stiff, being as high as 25 per cent 
sometimes today, though the bulk of busi- 
ness was done around 7 to 10 per cent. This 
high rate for money here is having the effect 
of knocking the exchange market all to pieces. 
Exchange rates are now down to 483-5, 
and this is at a point wher@ gold importation 
can be carried on ata profit. Indeed, a move- 
ment in that direction is likely to become 
public at any moment. It is certain that 
some of the most important interests in Wall 
street have been conferri within the last 
twenty-four hours as to thé advisability of be- 
ginning the import movement. Money has 
become a drug in London, and the English 
bank rates may be further reduced this week.

COLLISION ON THE ELEVATED. | 


Another Aécident in Which Several Were 
Injured, 

New York, June 20.—[Special.]—While 
five trains, crowded with sweltering human- 
ity, were stalled. at 5 o’clock this afternoon 
between Thirteenth and Fourteenth streets 
on the Ninth Avenue I, road another train 


ran into the one at Thirteenth street. The 
rear platform of the last car of the 
stalled train was badly smashed 
and windows were shattered in 


both trains. The passengers were tossed about 
like chips and many were injured by flying 
splinters ‘and glass. Others received bruises 
from being thrown against seats. The palice 
of the Charles Street Station have a record of 
several injured, but many other men and wom- 
en who received slight bruises and cuts went 
to their homes without the police getting their 
names. It seems that the accident was due to 
negligence.

Russell was a 
senior at Harvard, has there been in the 
Cambridge University such a series of mis- 
understandings and disagreements as up to 
the present day have marked the preliminary 
arrangements for class day. 

A brief catalogue of these happenings shows 
that the Pi Eta has been forced out of Massa- 
chusetts Hall, where the society has spread 
for years, and has secured the Heminway 
gymnasium.

The Iroquois,“ he said, 
“are the greatest of the Indian races, and 
have inhabited parts of the State of New York 
from remote antiquity. They include six 
different tribes, called the Senecas, Tusca- 
roras, Cayugas, Onondagas, Oneidas. and 
Mohawks. They are united under what is 
called the ‘Iroquois League,’ and were called 
»The Six Nations,’ though fora long time 
there were only five of them. The league was 
the diplomatic work of Hiawatha, who found 
the greatest resistance to it in the chief of the 
Onondagas,.a man of such cruelty that he was 
called Otatah-ho, or the Snake Chief, who 
finally gave his consent only on the condition 
that the supreme chief of the Onondagas and 
his lineal descendants should be the supreme 
chiefs of the league for all time. That hap- 
pened thirty years before Columbus dis- 
covered. America; and at that time there were 
only five nations, the Tuscaroras, from South 
lina, being admitted imto the union in 


, Adepts in Government. 
% Now, these Iroquois,“ continued Mr, San- 


born, were always a great people and differ- 


ent from the other North American Indians. 
No less a man than Daniel Webster has said 
that the constitution of the Six Nations was 
the greatest piece of political wisdom that the 
genius of man ever produced. Each tribe was 
to have a number of chiefs, varying from one 
or two to sixteen, who had no authority ex- 
cept in their collective capacity as a council, 
The Onondagas also had a supreme chief. 
Then there were a general council composed 
of delegates from the tribe councils, anda 
supreme chief. There were also in each tribe 
a number of officials called peacemakers, cor- 
responding to our Justices of the Peace. Each 
tribe was subdivided into clans, named after 
animals. The Senecas have eight clans, 
called Bear, Wolf, Beaver, Turtle, Plover, Eel, 
Snipe, and White Heron. To secure peace 
and union their constitution provided that no 
man should marry a woman of his own 
clan, and that his children should belong to 
their mother’s clan. In this way ey soon 
became so related that civil war was ‘impos- 

ible. One of the strangest things about these 

ndians was the position of women among 
them. The women nominated the chiefs, sub- 
ject to confirmation by the tribe council and

COMPLAIN OF SUBURBAN SERVICE, 


Hlinols Central Patrons Are Disgusted 
| with the Alleged Situation. 

People who travel to and from the Fair by 
Minois Central suburban trains are loud in 
their complaints. Someof them say that the 
company is trying to force everybody to use 


the express train service and thus collect an 


extra fare. As the express trains do not stop 
between Van Buren street and Sixtieth street, 
people living between those stations must use 
the suburban trains either to get to ‘the Fair 
of to these express trains. Patrons of the 
IBinois Central suburban trains say that in 
the rush hours of the morning it is always 
easy to get a train north to Van Buren street, 
and that it would often be a saving of time to 
go clear down-town to ride clear back again 
oh an express train. As to getting home from 
the Fair, they say that it would usually pay to 
take an express train to town and ride back 
of a suburban train. 

At the rush hour 8 morning, for in- 
stance, they complain that they had ito. wait 
fifty minutes for a train. The consequence 
was that all the way stations filled up and that

These Iroquois were different from the 
other Indians in many other thi ; and one 
of them was in the structure of their dwell- 
ings. The other Indians dwelt in conical 
tents made of skins; but the Iroquois always

walls and a gabled roof, the frame being tied 
together with withes, and the walls and roof 
covered with bark and then with skins. The 
houses of the Tuscoraras and Oneidas, how- 
ever, were generally round with a stockade 
around them, while the houses of the other 
tribes were generally rectangular, N 

Iroquois 5,000 Strong. : 

At the present day the Iroquois in New 
York number 5,112 and live on several reser-. 
vations. The Senecas have three reservations 
near Buffalo, the Tuscaroras one near Niagara 
Falls, the Onond one near Syracuse, the 
Mohawks one on the St; Lawrence River, and 
the * Sg are migratory, but reside mostly 
with the Senecas. There are 9,000 Senecas 
in Canada. These Indians do not hold their 
lands either in common or in severalty exact- 
52 but in a sort of qualified severalty. 

hat is, they can tell to each other 
but not to any one out of thetribe. They 
are amenable to the criminal laws of New 
York and of che United States, and there. 
fore-have not had any criminal code of their 
own for perhaps a century. Their government 
deals exclusively with their property rights 
and property differences. They „live in 
modern houses, till the soil, and speak En- 
glish like any other New York farmers. But 
they also use their own language and main- 
tain their ancient institutions to a surprising 


degree.

But we expect a great deal from our 
forestry exhibit, including medicinal produc- 
tions, for we are sure it cannot be beat and it 
is as yet almost unknown in the United 
States. Weare rather proud of the fact that 
we have the largest tree in the world. When 
we first made the claim the Californians 
came at us with poker and tongs, but 
we soon knocked them out. Our eat 
tree is located in the State of Oaxaca, has 
received the name of ‘ Santa Maria del Tule.’ 
It is a leguminous tree of the species known 
as ‘subino,’ and is fifty-three feet in diameter. 
How high it is no one has ever found out. It 
has a hollow in it in which a whole family of 
people can dine, and often do dine as a mat- 
ter of curiosity. You will find a picture and 
description of it in our Liberal Arts Depart- 
ment. :

Clair was the man chosen, and in his per- 
tormance of the duties he certainly didn’t 
disappoint anybody. All the members of the 
Board of Administration were there, dlso 
President Palmer, M. H. De Young, John C. 
Winans, Executive Commissioner of Rhode 
Island, Gorton W. Allen of New York, Mrs. 
W. Newton Linch and Miss Lillie Jackson, 
Lady Managers, and a large hall full of West 
Virginia people. Flags in profusion decorated 
the walls, and the speakers sat behind a sngall 
forest of flowers and plants. The lowa Band 
furnished music that inspired every one. 

The Rev. H. W. Lawrence of Charleston de- 
livered the prayer, after which Mr. Chancellor, 
in a brief but pointed speech, turned the 
building over to Gen. St. Clair. The Exepu- 
tive Commissioner said that the structure 
from top to bottom was exclusively a product 
of the State. The hard woods and the steel 
and iron of West Virginia had been used in 
its construction. He also spoke of the sur- 
passing exhibitsin the Liberal Arts, Mines, 
Agricultural, and Forestry Departments, and 
related a few historical facts of interest. 

These remarks furnished Gen. St. (lair 
his text. He declared that the State of West 
Virginia was not only inhabited by chivalric 
people but that it had a territory especially 
endowed by nature, the equal in beauty, re- 
sources, and wealth to any spot of its sige on 
the globe. Its beds of coal were second in 
value to those of only one State in the union, 
and its hardwoods were only equaled by few 
countries. He was satisfied that the showing 
made would demonstrate that when the his- 
toay of the World's Fair was written), West 
Virginia would stand proudly in first rank as 
one of the most progressive and productive 
commonwealths under the sun. In part he 
said :

Because of its natural resources West Vir- 
ginia’s population has increased more ftapidly 
than any other State.

DECISION AGAINST MR. PULASKI 


Ruling by Judge Bradley in the Celebrated 
Letter-Carrier Case, 
Wasnwrorox, D. C., June 20.—Judge Brad- 

ley in the District Supreme Court today ren- 
dered a decision refusing a writ of mandamus 
to George L. T. Pulaski to compel the Civil 
Service Commission to approve his reinstate- 
ment as a substitute letter-carrier. Pulaski 
passed the civil service examination for the 
position, was selected from the eligible list, 
and received notice from fhe Postmaster of 
his appointment. He was dropped from the 
rolls by direction of the Postmaster-General, 
under instruction of the Civil Service Com- 
mission that the appointment was irregular. 
Pulaski contend that he was unlaw- 
— removed from his position, and 
applied for a writ of mandamus to compel 
the Postmaster-General to reinstate him and 
the commission to appraye the reinstate- 
ment. Judge Bradley discussed in detail the 
civil service law and the points made by 
the petitioner, and reathed the conclusion 
that it was apparent from the facts in the 
case that Pulaski, having been irregularly ap- 
pointed, had no absolute legal right to the 
nee in which he was placed. The court, 
therefore, refused the writ prayed for.

[The bill which afterwards became what is 
known as the Sherman law was proposed by a con- 
ferencec ommittee, of which Senator Sherman was 


the most prominent member. It was offered as the 


lesser of two or three evils. The greater evil was 
free and unlimited coinage of silver at the rate of 
971% ounces of pure metal to each dollar. The 
bill as originally proposed was all right, designed 
to give effect to the Windom idea that 4 dollar's 
worth of silver ought to be paid out for a dollar. 
In the Senate this was aménded to favor free 
goinage, and the free coinage measure was voted 
for by 42 Senators, 15 of whom were Republic- 
ans, while 25 voted against it, all of whom were 
Depublizans except 3. On the compromise meas- 
nre, as proposed by Sherman’s committee, the 
affirmative vote in the Senate was 29, all Repub- 
licans, and the negative vote 26, all Democrats. 
In the House the ayes were 122, all Republicans 
axcept one, and the noes were 90, all Democrats. ] 


Removing the Cause of Stringency. 


. MASONVILLBE, Mich., June 18, 18938.—{ Editor of 
The Tribune. ] -In your issue of the 17th inst is an 
editorial headed. Remove the Cause of Strin- 
gency,’ in which zon make the valuable sug- 
gestion to use the silver bullion in the Treasury 
at its gold value to increase the gold reserve.”’ 
Your recommendation raises in my imind the 
question why the government might not goa 
step farther on the same line and melt 300,000,- 
900 of the silver dollars now in the Treasury

It 
would also restore to the channels of trade a 
Jarge amount of capital that is hidden away in 
Hur oon country. Later we should have such a 
fational and scientific reform of our national 
banknote issues as would accommodate the need 
of a great commercial Nation like ours. For this 
further legislation the country can wait a year 
or more. . f A. P. Hopxrns.

But is it prac- 
ticable under present conditions? Probably not. 
There may be mentbers of both Houses of Con-

HOME AT LAKE BLUFF WILL GIVE 
WORKING-GIRLS AN OUTING, 


Working Woman’s Home Association 
Leases a Cottage and Furnishes It= 
Lake Beach Is at a Distance ofa Stones 
Thrgw from the Hause Excursions to 
Run Saturdays, Returning Early Monday 
Mornings - Boating, Fishing, Bathing, 
and Other Summer Enjoyments. 

The Working Woman’s Home Association, 
No. 21 South Peoria street. has leased a cot- 
tage at Lake Bluff, and there all the tired 
working women who. are beneficiaries 
of that institution will receive an 
outing. It is a small cottage that the 
institution has leased and furnished, 
but it will accommodate a large num- 
ber of people, and the reaches of the lake 
shore are long and the cool breezes that come 
from the waters are almost boundless. 

The cottage will be a sort of rendezvous and 
eating place for the working women who it is 


expected will be permitted for a brief space 
of time during the summer to escape from 


the confusion and crowded quarters of the 
city. Here it is thought they may enjoy a 


of the whirring factory wheels or the crowded 
merchandise stores. 

The plan of the Working Woman’s Home 
Association is to run excursions to Lake Bluff 
every Saturday. The railroads will probably 
make a fair excursion rate for the members of 
the home who will go Saturday, returning in 
time for work Monday morning. The first 
excursion is set for next Saturday and more 
than a score of working girls and women will 
enjoy a breath of pure air at the cottage Sun- 
day. The cottage leased by the association 
formerly belonged to Mr. Parker of Lake 
Bluff and is a roomy structure, with six big 
apartments and a kitchen. Carpets, bedding, 
and cooking utensils have already been sent 
up to the cottage from the home on Peoria 
street and the place will be in readiness for 
the excursionists Saturday. All the rooms of 
the cottage, except the kitchen and dining- 
room, will be furnished with cots for the ac- 
commodation of the women and girls who can 
stay over Sunday at the place. 

Less than a stone’s throw from the cottage 
is the lake beach, where arrangements have 
been made for a bathing ‘beach; and close to 
the bathing beach is a grove. There are boat- 
ing and fishing, and in fact every simple en- 
joyment of summer. 

The Working Woman’s Home Association, 
No. 21 South Peoria street, is an institution 
started for the assistance of that class of 
toilers who above all others need some aid. 
It has now nearly completed its third year, 
and during the last twelve months has cared 
for 648 girls at its establishment. No. 21 
South Peoria street. Starting without a 
dollar to build a home that would be 
of practical benefit to those whom 
it was designed to assist, its field of philan- 
thropy during the three years of its life has 
broadened with each succeeding season and 
it has received more hearty support than at 
first seemed possible. The object of the en- 
terprise has been to provide protection and a 
comfortable home at a nominal price to young 
women who come as strangers from all parts 
of the country to seek employment in the 
stores and shops of Chicago. Any respectable 
girl coming to its doors is made welcome, no 
matter what nation or religion she repre- 
sents. If necessary the association helps her 
to find suitable employment and aids her 
in every way to become self-reliant and self- 
supporting. - Those who are able to pay are 
charged enough to defray the expenses of the 
table, and a large number are assisted free of 
charge for a short time if out of funds. The 
food provided in the home is well cooked and 
abundant, and everything is done for the 
physical, moral, and social welfare of all. The 
building at No. 21 South Peoria street is light 
and in good sanitary condition. 
for the applicants for admission to 
the home an addition is now being 
constructed in the rear of the present 
quarters. During the last year a comparative- 
ly small amount of illness has been reported. 
All medicines are furnished free of charge. 
Asa large number of women inside and out- 
side the home need medical care for which 
they are not able to pay a free dispensary 

‘under the auspices of the home has been late- 
ly opened at No. 414 West Madison street, 
and the doctor in charge of the dispensary 
has donated her services to the needy. The 
plan to give the girls in the home a summer 
outing will be tried this year for the first time, 
and it is expected to be beneficial and success- 
ful.

THE. PRESIDENT’S PLAIN DUTY. 

President Cleveland should call Congress 
together now and not wait for September. 
It is impossible to see what excuse he can 
make for delay. He is in favor of the repeal 
of the Sherman law, strongly so. Why then 
does not he call Congress together to repeal 
it? Why is he “ willing to wound and yet 
afraid to strike? 

Even if he were uncertain as to the action 
of Congtess he ought to call that body to- 
gether without delay and shift from his shoul- 
ders to those of Senators and Representatives 
the responsibility for retaining on the statute 
boeks a cancerous law, which is eating into 


the body financial of the country. If Con- 


gress can be persuaded to repeal that law, the 
sooner it does so the better. The earlier it 
begins the sooner it will get through. There 
will be speeches against repeal by free silver 
men. Let them sweat out their oratory in 
July and August instead of during Septem- 
ber and October. 

It has become evident, however, that Con- 
gress will sweep away the Sherman law—that 
a majority of its members are in favor of 
doing so now, and that therefore there is no 
necessity for waiting till September in order 
to make more converts. The careful can- 
vasses which the New York Times and World 
have been making show that there is a major- 
ity in each House in favor of’ the abandon- 
ment of a destructive law. This is the case 
even in the Senate, which, owing to the dis- 
proportionate influence of the small mining 
States, has been the stronghold of free coin. 
age sentiment. So if the President calls 
Congress together now he will not meet a 
body unfriendly tothe recommendations which 
he will make for an improvement in the finan- 
cial policy of the government, but one which 
will indorse them. 

And while the President will have Congress 
on his side he will also have the support of 
that public sentiment to which, when plainly 
shown, Senators and Representatives conform 
their views quickly. Of those who have been 
opposed to the repeal of the Sherman law the 
majority have had no real convictions but 
have pursued a course which they thought 
was pleasing to their constituents. When the 
latter change the former shift front with 
them. In the South, where the free silver 
craze has raged the most violently, the com- 
mon sense of the people is beginning to assert 
itself. The Charleston Chamber of Commerce 
has adopted resolutions calling for the repeal 
of the Sherman law. The Petersburg, Va., 
Board of Trade has adopted resolutions ex- 
pressing its gratification at President Cleve- 
land’s determination to call an extra session 
of Congress to do away with the Sherman 
law, and urging the Senators and Representa- 
tives from Virginia to do all in their power to 
bring about that most desirable result. 
Winston, N. C., Chumber of Commerce has 
passed resolutions calling on the Senators and 
Representatives from that State to take sim- 
ilar action. The true sentiments of the sensi- 
ble people of those States, so long submerged 
and suppressed by the flood of free silver mad- 
ness, are showing themselves. 

The South is returning to financial sanity. 
While the mining States of the West stand by 


the Sherman law because they think it bene- 


fits them by providing a sure market for their 
silver, neighboring States are not sympathiz- 
ing with them. Out of 141 banks in Wash- 
ington 125 state in reply to inquiries of the 
Clearing-House Association that they are for 
the repeal of the Sherman law. Public opin- 
ion is growing more intolerant daily of the 
keeping of a dangerous law upon the statute 
books, and but for the blindness of politi- 
cians, who never see these alterations in pub- 
lic sentiment until they are immediately 
under their noses, the number, of Congress- 
men in favor of the repeal of the Sherman 
law would be much larger now than it is. 
With Congress on his side, with the mass of 
the people sustaining him, why does the Pres- 
ident hesitate to call Congress together at 
once? But one reason has been put forward 
why he should not do so. It is that the weather 
is hot in Washington during July and August. 
So it is. And yet it is not so hot as the 
weather in Wall street. During those months 
men work on farms, in factories, and in of- 
fices. It would be melancholy if members of 
Congress, who are generally healthy, able- 
bodied men, and who are supplied by a gen- 
erous government with ice-water, fans, and 
cold tea, cannot undertake without danger 
the labor of making speeches and answering 
ren or nay when thelr names are 
called. If the machinery of business and 
commerce can run during July and August 
all along the Atlantic seaboard and in the in- 
terior, if the departments at Washington can 
be kept open and the routine business of the 
government transacted, there is no reason why 
Congressmen cannot meet to perform an im- 
peru tive duty. Mr. Cleveland should pay no 
attention to this empty plea for a later ses- 
sion, but summon Congress at once. 
THE COUNCIL ASKS FOR “ PEOPLE’S DAY.” 
Night before last the Council adopted the 
following resolution by a unaninfous vote: 
WuereaAs, A popular demand from laboring 
classes and others has been made for a people's 
day at the World’s Fair, upon which day the 
admission fee shall not exceed 25 cents, there- 
fore be it 
Resolved, That the directors of the World's 
Fair Columbian Exposition be and hereby are 
uested to set aside one day in each week, 
which shall be known as people's day,” and 
upon which day the admission price for adults 


shall be 25 cents and for children under 12 years 
15 cents. 


It is evident from this action that the Alder- 
men know what their constituents want. Tur 
Txipuye said last Sunday that certain Sun- 
days the admission to the Fair should be 25 
cents for adults and 15 for children in order 
that the poorer workingmen—those to whom 
half a dollar is a great deal—might have a 
chance to see the wonders of the Exposition. 
The people took the matter up.’ They stated 
their wishes to their representatives, and 
hence this unanimous action of Monday 
night, 

The Council is not meddling with some- 
thing which does not concern it when it passes 
such a resolution as the above. This city con- 
tributed five millions to the Fair. Every citi- 
zen therefore, be he rich or poor, has a direct, 
personal interest in the Exposition, and the 


price of admission should bé so low on some 


days that the poorest one will be able to see 
it. The quickness with which the people, 
speaking through their municipal representa- 
tives, have jumped at the idea of low rates on 
certain days shows that there are thousands of 
persons who fee! that the Exposition is at this 
momenta luxury beyond their means. It 
should be put in the power of every man to go 
at some time, so that after the Exposition is 
over no one can say thathe was unable be- 
cause of his poverty to benefit by it.

LESSON OF THE EMPTY TERMINAL 8TA- 
TION. 


There is at Jackson Park an immense struot- 
ure which cost a great deal of money, It is a 
large and beautiful building, and leading to it 
is a wilderness of railroad tracks. It was:sup- 
posed when this building was erected that it 
would be always crowded with railroad ex- 
cursionists coming from all parts of the hun- 
try to see the Fair, Contrary to expectations 


this is the one building on the grounds which 


has been desolate and deserted. Its network 


of tracks has sear¢ely been used. 

With some vague idea perhaps of drawing 
visitors, twenty-four clocks have been put up in 
the quiet terminal station, each of them giv- 
ing the time in a different city. Any person 
who wishes to know that when it is 9:30 
o’clock at Chicago it is 4:30 at New York can 
do so with ease by going to the station and 
looking at the clo¢ks labeled with the names 
of those two cities, In spite of this new at- 
traction, however, this building in which so 
much money has been invested remtzins 
empty. * 

There is but one way to fill it, and that is to 
cut down the railroad rates, The roads alone 
stand between the people and the Fair. The 
former are ready to come, but they do not 
wish to spend all their money for transporta- 
tion. It having been settled that the Expesi- 


tion will be opened Sundays people living 


within a reasonable distance of the city can 
make their arrangéments to come here and 
see the most with the least loss of businéss 
time. They can leave home Friday night, can 
spend Saturday and Sunday at the Fair, and 
be home Monday morning ready for work. 
The ohly obstacle now is the lack of cheap 
fares, 

The terminal station ought to be crowded 
now. It would be and the twenty-four clocks 
would have an abundance of admirers if the 
railroads were doing their duty. That they 
are not is due in good part to the ineffective- 
ness of that committee of the Board of Direet- 
ors whose special duty it is to pound away at 
the roads until they come to terms. The Com- 
mittee on Transportation was made up of 
railroad men, who are infidels as to low fares. 
It was unwise and improper to make them 
judges in their own case—to require them to 


stultify themselves+tc call on them ab com- 


mitteemen to ask from the railroads reduc- 
tions which as railroad officers they had al- 
ways fought. Whenever one of these com- 
mitteemen called oh a railroad President or 
Superintendent the latter must have greeted 
him with a cheerful wink and expressed his 
surprise at seeing Saul among the prophets. 
A verbatim report of the conversation bet ween 
the two men, the one asking for something 
which he did not think should be given and. 
the other refusing solemnly a request which 
he knew the person making it did not think 
should be complied with, would be interesting 
reading. 

The directors should take this matter of se- 
curing lower rates out of the hands of persons 
who are-mentally disqualified from attending 
to it properly and put it in the hands of men 
who are not connected with railroads and ate 
therefore not called on to be untrue to their 
own convictions and to repudiate their own 
ideas, but who believe heart and soul in low 
fares, and will go at the roads hammer and 
tongs until they get what they want. 

Had this matter been intrusted to the prop- 
er men rates would have been lowered before 
this and the terminal station would have been 
paying interest on the money invested. Much 
precious time has been wasted. There should 
be an immediate change of policy so that no 
more may be squandered. The directors 
should take steps ationce to make this costiy 
station of some value and to enable the pep- 
ple of the country to see the clocks which 
adorn it, and possibly to admire the wisdom 
of the men who planned and built it.

A WIDE OPEN FAIR. 
The Council of Administration has taken 
another long step towards popularizing the Fair 
by deciding to keep it wide open every day and 
night, beginning with this evening, and to vo- 
serve Tuesday. Thursday, and Saturday even- 
ings for special features of attraction and en- 
tertainment, as heretofore has been the pruc- 
tice. Under the new regulations it is pro- 
vided that the Exposition grounds shall be 
open to the. public every evening until 11 
o'clock. It is expected that the people will 
leave the buildings at 10 and the grounds at 
11 o’clock, their exit being facilitated by 
opening the large wagon gates. The new ar- 
rangements of the Alley L road, by whi¢h 
ten booths instead of five will be erected for 
the sale of tickets and the locality will be 
changed to the ground itself instead of on 
the roof of the Transportation Annex, also 
will help materially to clear the grounds with- 
out crowding. 
The night attendance at the Fair has been 
increasing steadily. On the evenings when 
there have been displays of firewerks thou- 
sands have remained to see them. It has been 
evident for some time that there are large 
numbers of people who cannot come in the 
day time, especially among the working 
classes. The new regulation for 4 night Fair 
will meet this want, and as it has been deter- 
mined to have night as well as day attractions 
unquestionably the attendance will be large 
from. that class which cannot well come 
during the day, and many of the day visitors 
also will remain. The efforts of the trans- 
portation companies to get the people from 
the grounds with the least possible discomfort 
and in the shortest practicable time also will 
tend to make the attendance very large. 
In various other directions the Fair officials 
are making earnest efforts to popularize it. 
Saturday next ithe great Manufactures 
Building will be declared complete and will 
be opened officially to the public. All the 
preparations of exhibiters will be concluded 
Friday night, and Saturday for the fimt 
time this largest building in the world will be 
ready. Vast and gorgeous as the exhibits ap- 
pear now they will be still ldrger and more 
beautiful Saturday, and after that date, 
day and night, there will be a world of enter-

DISCOURTESY TO THE VIKINGS. 

A singular way Brooklyn has of treating 
official guests. The hardy Scandinavian 
sailors who braved the dangers of the ocean 
in their little Viking arrived in New York 
Harbor Saturday last and were welcomed with 
salutes from the veasels in port. They were 
taken on shore and presented with the free- 
dom of the city. They were made its guests 
and were given a banquet.

It 
speaks Well for the forgiving spirit of the 
Northmen that after this brutal and in- 
hospitable treatment they did not decline the 
reception and notify the Mayor and dis- 
tinguished citizens they would get out of New 
York and Brooklyn at the earliest possible 
moment agreeable to Tammatny justices and 
policemen. Evidently they have not the 
spirit of old Frithjof and Eric the Red, except 
in the courage they displayed by following 
Leif’s example in crossifig the sea in an open 
boat. 

It was a most rude, inhospitable, and brutal 
welcome they received. Had they been titled 
foreigners Ward McAllister and his 400, in- 
cluding the 100 annex, would have enter. 
tained them sumptuously and teadied to them. 
Being plain sailors, bluff Magnus Andersen 
and his men were clubbed and entertained in 
‘a police station. Fortunately their exposure 
to this sort of hospitality will be brief. When 
they come to Chicago they Will have a wild 
and woolly Western welcome such as Vikings 
like. They will have the freedom of the city 
and the lake, Carter Harrison, who has Vik- 

‘ing blood in his veins, will put on his old 
slouch hat and entertain them. When tired 
of wining and dining on shore the galiant sea 
dogs may hoist sail and harry the Michigan 
shore from Grand Haven to Michigan City 
and the Mayor will aceompauy them as a pi- 
rate king and kiss all the pretty girls he can 
surprise among the Michigan sand hills. The 
Scandinavians of Chicago also will rise up 
and welcome the sea rovers with true Viking 
enthusiasm, and in the midst of the Western 
ovations they speedily will forget the brutality 
of their treatment at the East. 
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WHERE ARE THE OTHER ILLINOISANS?! 

The New York Times last week telegraphed 
all the Senators and Representatives, mem- 
bers of the Congress which is to meet in 
special session some time in September, to 
state whether they favored the tepeal of the 
Sherman law and what plan of ¢urrency issue 
they favored. It has printed a long list of 
replies, including those of some from Illinois 
members. 

Mr. Springer said: I will favor repeal of 
the Sherman law.“ So did Mr. Funk (Rep.). 
Mr. Lane (Dem.) answered that he favored 
the repeal of the law and the enactment into 
law of the financial principles of bimetallism 
as announced in the Chicago platform.’ Mr. 
Post (Rep.) favored “the restoration of 
American bimetallic coinage as a substitute 
for the Sherman law.“ Mr. Hunter (Dem.) 
cautiously said: I donot wish to give an 
opinion at this time.”’ 

Mr. McGann (Dem.) of this city said he 
** favored the repeal of the Sherman law,“ 
while T. J. Henderson (Rep.) said he was 
inelined to favor a repeal of the Sherman 
law anda National currency regulated by Na- 
tional laws, to consist of gold, dilver, and pa- 
per convertible one into the other.“ 

R. A. Childs (Rep.) would repeal the 
Sherman law and limit any use of silver to 
a parity in value with gold.” 

Mr. Goldzier, the Democratic representative 
from the Fourth or North Side district, said: 


1 favor immediate repeal of the Sherman law. 
We cannot be too quick in remedying the injury 
inflicted by that act and restoring the confidence 
of the people in our currency. 


J. Frank Aldrich (Rep.) said: 


I favor the immediate and unconditional repeal 


of the Sherman silver law and a government 
pledge of gold equivalency to every silver dollar, 
silver note, and Treasury note in circulation. 
Nothing else will suffice, and the result will be 
the complete restoration of confidence in finan- 
cial circles at home and abroad, with larger Eu- 
ropean investments than ever in American securi- 
ties. 

Illinois has two Senators anil twenty-two 
Representatives, Therefore both the former 
and twelve of the latter have not received or 
having received have failed to answer the 
seasonable and courteous inquiries of the 
Times. As the paper stated that replies were 


to be telegraphed at its expense, considera- 


tions of economy could not have deterred any 
of the Congressmen from dashing off their 
views and sending them along. If unable, as 
no doubt some of them are, to state what plan 
of currency issue they favor, they might at 
least state how they stand on the Sherman 
law. He must be in a bad state who has not 
made up his mind on that point yet. 

No doubt some of the fourteen who have 
not been heard from are away from home. 
The others who have received the inquiry of 
the Times should step out from the darkness 
and give their views. The local papers should 
call on them for information. Congressmen 
should not try to shroud in mystery their 
opinions regarding the most important ques- 
tion which will come before Congress. They 
owe it to their constituents to tell them in 
June what they think of doing in September,

hunted up and their sentiments made. public 


DONT REPEAL THE MADDEN ORDINANCE | 


Ald. Campbell and other City Fathers, as 
well as some of the city officials, want to re- 
peal the Madden special assessment ordinance, 
framed to mitigate the evils of the pernicious 
rebate system. Behind those advocates of re- 
peal stand the contractors. Under the ordi- 
nance as it stands there is no chance for ex- 
tras. The assessment is based on cost of the 
work as ascertained by advertising for bids 
and examining them. This is not satisfactory 
to the men who have been in the habit of col- 
lecting more for work than was stipulated in 
their written agreements with the city. 

Special Assessment Commissioner Sheahan 
is quoted as favoring the repeal, though he 
was strongly opposed to it six months ago. 
Nothing has occurred since which should 
change his opinion, The Madden ordinance 
has worked well, all statements to the con- 
traty notwithstanding. Ald. Campbell says 
the system has operated to increase prices. 

That is not so. There has been an increase 
of prices, to be gure, but that is due to a com- 
bination among the contractors, a more rigid 
system of inspection, and the higher rates for 
material and labor. Contractors fully under- 
stand that better work is demanded this year 
than last year. That accounts for much of 
the increase. | | 
Commissioner Jones, who favors repeal, 
says: K 

The great objection to the rebate system has 
been that the estimates were made too much in 
excess of the actual cost, and property-owners 
were obli to pay a sum largely in excess of 
the actual cost of the work. This,I think, can 
be remedied to a great extent by giving instruc- 
tions to the engineers who make thé original esti- 
mates to make them as near actual cost as their 
judgment will permit. 

The great objection to the rebate system is 
that it results in taking more money out of 
the taxpayer’s pocket than is necessary for 
the improvement done to his property. Any 
system that does that is bad and there can be 
no defense for it. Mr. Jones promises that 
engineers of his department will be instructed 
to estimate more closely for the future are 
not to be implicitly trusted. Mr. Jones will 


give the instruction and it will be acted on 


for atime. But before long the old loose sys- 
tem will prevail; the demand for extras will 
revive; and the property-owners will be fleeced 
again for the benefit of the contractors. The 
ordinance ought not to be repealed. The con- 
tractors have too much to say at the City Hall 
now. They should not be permitted to boss 
the Council, 


Tun London Standard of June 7 copies 
from the Engineer an article charging that 
mismanagement and quarrels are the rule at 
the World's Fair, that the attendance is small, 
every department more or less unfinished, 
some of the buildings unsafe, and that fin- 
ally, no pains have been spared by the people 
of Chicago to repel visitors.“ The editors of 
these papers are laboring under the false im- 
pression that the few blemishes discovered 
the first week of May were not long since 
eliminated. They were pointed out by the 
local press, and haive disappeared. A com- 
paratively stnall number of harpies sought to 
prey upon visitors to the Fair, but they have 
been tanght better, and with a celerity 
that would do credit to Paris or 
London, neither of which cities is free 
from the presence of the preying classes. 
A representative of the Standard or In- 
gineer could not now find facts to warrant 
severe fault finding, though his pen were 
dipped in gall. Otherwise the article referred 
to is grossly unfair, It says Chicago is built 
upon a swamp, but omits to say it has been 
filled in fifteen or twenty feet above the orig- 
inal level. It says Chicago is a place where 
there is no rest, no peace, little thought for 
the decencies of life, and presenting no at- 
traction for those who are seeking health or 
pleasure. All this is no more true of Chicago 
than it would be of London or Paris, and it is 
flatly contradicted by the testimony of En- 
glish people who have visited the Fair, as well 
as of many other foreigners. The Engineer 


‘has laid itself open to the charge that it mis- 


represents facts deliberately, and with malice 
aforethought, while the Standard has lent 
itself to the circulation of falsehoods told at 
wholesale for the express purpose of belittling 
Chicago and the Fair. The last. named is in- 
vited to take a candid look atthe facts and 
judge for itself. It might be useless to at- 
tempt to convince the other paper against its 
will, . 


Dr. Exnst Haxr, in his address before the 
Chicago Medical Society at Orpheus Hall 
Monday on Chicago’s water supply, said the 
only safeguards against epidemics are: 

(1) To cease pouring sewage into Lake Michi- 
gan; (2) or to extend all the tunnels to the four- 
mile limit; (8) or demand that every gallon of 
water poured into the mains be filtered. He 
especially emphasizes the latter and said that for 
a city situated as Chicago is at present to furnish 
unfiltered water for the consumption of its poor 
people, who were neither able to filter nor boil it 
themselves, was more than criminal. ö 

The first of these remedies cannot be carried 
into effect immediately, nor until the drain- 
age channel is constructed, which at the pres- 
ent rate of progress will not be for many 
years. The other methods can be given ef- 
fect. Fun Tripung frequently has urged 
during the last three years that the two-mile 
tunnel be extended two miles farther into the 
lake. The city has the money to pay for the work 
and it ought to be commenced at once, Sev- 
eral orders have been passed by the Council 
favoring such extension, but nothing has 
come of them. The orders should be re- 
newed and Mayor Harrison should take ac- 
tion. In.the meantime filters should be used 
more extensively in connection with the 
hydrants from which drinking water is 
drawn.

ORDERED TO REPORT. 


LINCOLN ICE OOMPANY ATTORNEYS 
OHARGED WITH CONTEMPT. 


They Listen to Judge Tuley’s Story of a | 


Man in Two Capacities and Are Ordered 
to Report a Meeting to a Master- Damage 
Suit fer Alleged False Imprisonment 
Chief Grand Menter Lays Plans to Re- 
tain His Office—For Foreclosure of a 
Trust Deed. 

The Lincoln Ice company litigation brought 
two of the attorneys in it before Judge Tuley 
yesterday a second time for contempt. At- 
torneys Burgett and Candlish, representing 
Patrick J. McGinnis, were before Judge 
Tuley last week to show cause why they 
should not be punished for contempt in get- 
ting an injunction in Judge Stein’s court that 
was directly opposed to an injunction against 
McGinnis granted by Judge Tuley in the suit 
of John P. Boyle, the other partner in the ice 
company. The injunction suit before Judge 
Stein was then dismissed and the contempt 
ease referred to a master to take testimony. 

Yesterday Attorney Alexander Sullivan filed 


another complaint against the attorneys. He | 


charged them with refusing to answer the 
questions of the master. Their defense was 
that part of their acts were as officers and 
directors of the ice company and part of them 
as attorneys for the company, and as attor- 
neys they could not reveal the confidences of 
their client, the ice company.

So-and-so used to tell,“ said Judge Tuley, “ of 
a Bishop who was also a Duke. He was 
swearing one day when his servant reproved 
him, saying: ‘My lord, it is wrong to pro- 
fane—and youa Bishop.’

Now, gen- 
tlemen, go back to the master and tell nim 
about this meeting of the directors and offi- 
cers of the Lincoln Ice company and why it 
was held in violation of the orders of this 
court.

The plaintiff claims that two of 
these notes are past due and have not id, 
and consequently he. asks that the deed be fore- 
closed and the property sold.

WATER SUPPLY QUESTION. 


He Thinks the Source Must Be Carried 
Farther Into the Lake=Submerged In- 
takes Also Cited as the Only Proper 
Ones Dr. Reynolds Fears No Epidemic 
Local Democrats New Urging Wash- 
inten Hesing for Postmaster of Chicago 
Impostor Collecting Water Rates. 

Mayor Harrison was disposed yesterday to 


Chicago water supply. The Mayor said: Dr. 
Hart does not say that the water is bad at 
present, but that it may be bad. We do not 
pay mych attention to prophets of evil.“ The 
Mayor was disposed to consider one of Dr. 
Hart's suggestions—the extension of the tun- 
nels farther out into the lake. The idea is 
not original with Dr. Hart,“ he said. Tun 
Tunern has been advocating that policy for 
a number of years. But I was before Tun 
Trisung. I advocated the extension of the 
tunnels eight years ago. They ought to be 
all four miles out now. They ought to be 
carried farther out in the future, say six or 


| eight miles, and to submerged cribs—not sub- 


merged intakes, remember, The present 
cribs are so connected with the tunnels that 


| the extension is easy. The two-mile tunnel 


should be extended as soon as possible toa 
four-mile crib or a five-mile crib. — 

“The trouble is that we are short of money. 
It is true that the earnings of the Water De- 
partment are greater in the aggregate than 
ever before. But there are large demands on 


the fund on account of the exéension of the 


water mains, the expenses of the Hyde Park 
and Lake View tunnels; and other matters. 
However, we ought to be preparing to do 
something. The borings have been made 
beyond the two-mile tunnel to the northeast. 
The ground is good. The cost of the exten- 
sion will not be great. 

It is understood that an order for the ex- 
tension of the old two-mile tunnel! will be 
presented in the Council next Monday. There 
is no doubt that it will be passed. work 
of extending the new tunnel will begin this 
summer. . 

Commissioner of Health Reynolds says on 
this subject that while he does not deny it is a 
bad thing to pour sewage into the lake from 
which the water supply is taken, there will be 
no danger of an epidemic if the Bridgeport 
pumps are kept running to their fullest ca- 
pacity and the water is taken into the 9 
ing stations only through the tunnels whic 
extend far into the lake. The use of the old 
shore intakes is about abolished anyway, and 
most of the water in the city is taken at a dis- 
tance of at least two miles. The Lake View 
and the Hyde Park tunnels when finished will 


| do away entirely with the use of shore intakes. 


DON’T WANT INTEREST REDUCED, 


The Tax Bill Now Pending Causes Anxiety 
at the City Hall. 

Controller Wetherell, the Mayor, and other 
city officials are awaiting with considerable 
anxiety the action of the Governor in regard 
to Senate bill No. 37 now awaiting his signa- 
ture. The bill provides for reducing the inter- 
est to be paid on account of delinquent taxes 
for the redemption of property from 25 to 10 
per cent for the first six months. A large 
proportion of the taxes of the city are levied 


on small lots and do not amount to 
more than $1, $2, or $3. With 
an interest of 25 [per cent for six 


months the taxbuyers are willing to buy in 
even these small lots and the city has at once 
the use of the money. At the 10 per cent 
rate, however, the interest will not amount to 
more than the cost of collecting. It is calcu- 
lated that the taxes on these small lots al- 


ready delinquent will amount to at least 


$500,000. Another reason for fear if the 
taxbuyers do not come into the market at the 
tax sales is that the cial assessments are 
also ineluded in the delinquent taxes. If the 
city had to take the lots it would be in the 
position of having property on which there 


are special assessments owmg the contractors 
for the work and having no way of paying the 
obligation. 


URGING HESING FOR POSTMASTER. 


Leading Lecal Democrats Take Up His 
: Case- He Will Accept. 
Notwithstanding Washington Hesing’s state- 
ment that he is not a candidate for Postmaster 
at Chicugo it is understood among the leading 
local Democrats that he will accept the office 
if offered to him. Believing this to be the

In America, 
except among artists, Walter Crane is best 
known as an illustrator of children’s books, 
and for his dainty screen and chimney-piece 
designs; but im England his treatment of 
classic and symbolic. subjects is much ad-

The decoration of plates, saucers, ete., the 
forms of which are little subdivided, 4s a 
simple matter compared to the ornamenta- 
tion of vases and similar objects, 

It isin the decoration of vases that the 
distinction between the creative and the orna- 
mental should be most clearly made. Irre- 
spective of the beauty of the vase—its charms 
of form and color—if the object is to paint a 
picture which shall be a work of art in itself, 
then the Greek ideas would be inappropriate ; 
but if the aim is to add to its attractiveness 
and not to dist the attention from its 
natural beauties, then such a procedure is 
quite out of place. The outline figures and 
pictures should be placed upon com tively 
fiat surfaces, the collars and Lan being 
ornamented with mualdi d scroll work,

unless, indeed, as before intimated, the ware 
is something which is unattractive and should 
be covered, Such designs as these can be 
purchased at any art store and are the kind 
which children use when they have a fever to 
decalcomine everything within reach. 

In painting vases the artist may choose one, 
of three ways—to place the colors over the 
glaze, with it, or under it. In the first in- 
stance the colors used have sufficient fusible 
material, so that when painted upon the glazed 
surface of the finished ware they will become 
attached to it; “ with” the glaze means to 
place colored glazes upon the unbaked sur- 
face and trust to the heat to fuse them; the 
colors applied in under glaze contain lit- 
tle flax and require a higher temperature to 
set them. Colors may be obtained in powders 
or ready mixed in tubes. Experien artists 
usually prefer the powders,as they can ob- 
tain clearer and mere delicate tints by mix- 
ing them. They are careful not to use a steel 
palate knife except when mixing colors with 
an iron base, such as retls, carnations, red 
browns, ochers, ks, and most of the 8. 
For other colors the ivory knife is employed.

apan, that the texfure of the material and 
the gra shapes of their products are 
things of béauty which require little or no 
embellishment. blue ware China, 
with a tint like the sky after a rain, and its 
porcelain; the Korean ware of yellow, brown, 
and gray do not need flowers or landscapes to 
make them beautiful. The native artists re- 
alized the fact and condueted themselves ac- 
cordingly ; that is, their embellishments were 
severely simple, and their efforts were direct- 
ed toward bringing out the inherent beauties 
of their ware. ‘ 

The Chinese and Japanese vases are not at 
all diverse in form. In the shape there is no 
marked division between the neck, shoulders, 
and waist, and it is not necessary in their dec- 
orations to ~ apy study the effect of bands 
and connecting es. 

Since Japanese ware hhs become the rage, 
however, enterprising natives are turning 
out cheap and inartistie goods. Few people, 
therefore, get a true idea of the beauty of the 
decorative designs as seen in the work of the 
real artists, who rank among the highest of 
their class.

The stock market was excessively heavy yester- 
day, particularly for the street rgilway stocks. 
Settlement prices show a decline in North Side 
stack from 208 to 192 and in West Side stock 
from 155 to 1486. The market dlosed at the 
weakest point for the day and at the. close stock 
was offered at as low prices as any sales had been 
made. There was a little scattering buying by 
small investors, but outside of that the demand 
wak decidedly scant. There did not seem to be a 
great pressure of stock, but there was practically 
no one to bid for it and quotations melted away 
rapidly on small sales. West Side stocks opened 
at 150 and after holding there until quite a num- 
ber of small orders were filled dropped to 147 for 
tha account. At the close it was offered at 146 
and 145 was the best bid. North Sie opened at 


205 and broke rapidly to 198. It held there for 


a while and then broke directly te 194%. The 
stock was offered at 195 at the epos with 193 
bid, 

Outside of the street railways the market was 
inactive, but as a rule did not show special weak - 
ness. Some stocks were rather firmer. There 
was fair activity in New York Biscuit, and the 
quotations ddvanced to 222%.

market. 
The sharp decline of yesterday is beginning to 
develop some bulls, but even the m@st sanguine 
of them oy not ready to say that the market will 
not first go lower. he situation is dominated 
by tight money, and there is little prospect for 
improvement at present in that quafter. On the 
Board of Trade yesterday the spread between 
July and September wheat was equal to interest 
rates for carrying charges amounting to 25 per 
cent. This shows pretty clearly hew stringent 
money continues. here is some improvement 
in the money situation in respect to the coun- 
try bank demands. Those demanfis are now 
ming much less urgent, and the opin- 
ion among bankers of the dity is that 
the worst is over in that direction. We are 
still bri IN amount of cwrrency from 
the Eas 3 ut considerable cf that might 
be expected to come as the direct ‘result of the 
heavy shipment of yxroduce and grain.

— inclined to think that the extraordinary

The 
opinion of the shrewdest traders on the floor is 
on the side of still lower prices.

Every one agrees that all relation hetween mar- 
ket quotations and intrinsic value has been lost 
and that stocks are extraordinarily cheap at 
present prices, but at the same tim#¢ they are in- 
clined to believe that quotations will go still 
lower before any heavy buying is developed. No 
matter how strongly a trader may bold the opin- 
ion that present prices are altogether too low his 
opinion does not cut much weight in the market 
so long as he is utterly unable to get any money 
to back it. That is the whole trouble with the 
situation. The street railways would seem to 
intrinsically worth more than they ever were be- 
fore, for their earnings appear to be phenomenal, 
even to those who have had the most sanguine 
expectations regarding the earnings of this peri- 
od. Such facts are counting for nothing at all, 
however, nor will they count for muth until it is 
possible to borrow money for stock market oper- 
ations. or until an actual investment demand 
again develops which will enable unliquidated 
stock to be cared for.
